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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Romsey  and  St oc Abridge  Rural  District 

Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District, 

Figures  for  slum  clearance  are  included  in  the  report;  we  are 
still  waiting  for  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  scheme  in  Stockbridge 
before  tackling  that  parish.  A  number  of  old  houses  in  remoter  parts 
of  the  district  have  been  improved  at  great  expense  by  people  who  wish  to 
get  away  from  the  pressures  of  city  living.  70  council  houses  and  190 
houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were  completed  during  the  year. 

There  is  still  a  large  demand  for  council  house  accommodation. 

As  people  are  having  children  and  marrying  whilst  still  in  their  teens  the 
increase  in  population  makes  the  provision  of  suitable  housing  a  difficult 
problem.  In  this  rural  area  many  people  are  unaware  of  the  world  ?I  popula¬ 
tion  explosion”*  and  there  is  no  Family  Planning  Clinic  in  the  District. 

People  wanting  council  houses  are  inclined  to  look  for  advantage  because  of 
ill-health*  even  when  what  they  regard  as  ill-health  might  more  fairly  be 
described  as  inadequacy  of  personality.  Such  people  form  a  sizeable  prop¬ 
ortion  of  the  many  visitors  to  the  public  Health  Department*  and  need  a  great 
deal  of  sympathetic  attention;  your  Public  Health  staff  in  the  office  provide 
a  listening  and  advising  service  to  individuals  with  real  difficulties  or  with 
rationalisations  of  upsetednesses. 

The  Refuse  Collection  service  has  be^n  maintained*  but  there  is  still 
only  a  fortnightly  kerbside  collection.  This  is  unsatisfactory  and  so  very 

far  below  the  standard  generally  expected  at  present*  that  it  is  another  cause 
of  a  good  deal  of  complaint  to  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Preparation  and  publication  of  this  annual  report  has  been  delayed 
because  of  pressure  of  work  in  the  Public  Health  department.

5.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  act  1963 

Nine  (9)  licences  were  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act 
during  the  year,  subject  to  Conditions  adopted  by  this  authority  in  respect 
of  the  number  of  cats  and/or  dogs  to  be  accommodated,  size  and  construction 
of  accommodation,  heating,  lighting  and  ventilation,  cleanliness  and  preven¬ 
tion  of  infectious  diseases,  bedding,  food  and  drink  and  storage  thereof, 
fire-fighting  equipment  and  registration  of  animals  etc,. 

Regular  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 

6.  Public  Cleansing 


Refuse  continued  to  be  collected  from  the  kerbside  fortnightly  through¬ 
out  the  Rural  District  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Chilworth  where 
there  is  a  weekly  collection. 

A  Weather ill  mechanical  Loading  Shovel  was  purchased  Turing  the  year  for 
use  at  the  tipi  this  has  proved  very  successful  for  digging  covering  material 
and  for  covering  the  refuse.  The  Fordson  four  wheel  drive  tractor  is  now 
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kept  in  reserve. 


Every  care  has  been  taken  to  ensure  that  all  refuse  deposited  at  the 
tip  is  covered  by  at  least  9’!  of  soil  and  no  complaints  have  been  received 
of  smell  or  flies.  The  fire  hazard  remains,  and  any  fire  is  immediately 
extinguished;  this  is  essential  in  view  of  the  serious  nuisance  which  could 
arise  in  the  area  if  the  refuse  was  allowed  to  burn. 

An  increasing  quantity  of  refuse  has  to  be  removed  from  the  roadside 
from  some  parishes,  especially  at  Nursling  &  Rownhams  where  the  parish 
adjoins  Southampton.  The  disposal  of  car  bodies  is  becoming  a  problem.
